There are so many kinds of sedges, seed 
pods, insects, reptiles, birds, flowers, leaves, animals and human beings 
which we have failed to observe that the artist’s life is crowded with creative 
energy and enthusiasm for work... His constant search is like a con¬ 
tinuous journey through life, the ending of which would be less pleasant 
than its continuation... First and last, then, he is deeply concerned with 
the infinite variation of natural phenomena. To live in wonderment, and 
to recognize this phenomena as his birthright is the artist’s role. He 
should consider it both a privilege and a duty to interpret life in a manner 
which is his and his alone.”
